Fletcher, Inglis The Scotswoman 
Bobbs-Merrill. Apr. 1955. 480p. $3.95. 


Inglis Fletcher, who has gained fame for her semi- 
panoramic historical novels based the pre-Revolu- 
tionary and Revolutionary North Carolina scene, has 
returned that scene but with somewhat different 
slant tell the story Flora MacDonald and her ill- 
fated American career the Carolinas. Flora will 
remembered the dashing heroine the 
fearless maiden who had saved Bonnie Prince Charlie 
after the rout Culloden and who had become the 
rallying point Scottish nationalism the only protest 
against the repressive restrictions imposed England 
punishment for Scotch loyalty the Stuarts. 


Flora had married Allan MacDonald, strong man 
his own right but one who was fast overshadowed 
his wife’s glory, and who, the restricted life 
Scottish farmer and minor laird, had little opportunity 
prove the greatness within him. Scotch crofters 
were pauperized line with conversion large estates 
from farming sheep-raising, they began migrate 
the colonies with the double hope gaining freedom 
from English restrictions and sufficient land support 
themselves and their families. Though not poverty- 
stricken themselves, the MacDonalds joined the trend 
the hope building property that could 
their sons, regaining the lost freedom live 
Scots. And with their children and their nephews, 
Dougald and David, they left their ancestral home 
the Isle Skye journey the Carolinas. the 
last moment they added their party Moira Mac- 
Queen, daughter evicted farmer, and Cecily 
Weston, English heiress, whose mother was sister 
Farquar Campbell. 


Incidents the parting, including clan customs, and 
the are fully detailed and are means 
dificult reading. But alas for the MacDonald’s hopes 
for peace! They came the early 1770’s North 
Carolina vent with partisanship. incapable gover- 
nor, Martin, was opposed discontented farmers and 
patriots with large group Scots attempting main- 
tain neutrality the bitter struggles preceding the out- 
break the Revolution. Martin hoped use Flora 
MacDonald, despite her non-allegiance the Han- 
overian house, symbol loyalty the Crown 
which would rally the neutral Scot element his sup- 
port. Campbell wanted use the MacDonald name 


enforce neutrality and the Patriots wanted prevent, 
all costs, Scottish adherence the Crown. And 
Allan and Flora found themselves thrust into hotbed 
intrigue and plotting, situation they did their best 
avoid because their desire own and cultivate 
broad acres peace. 


But eventually Allan decided that the only way 
secure peace and prosperity was declare for the King 
against what considered the lawless element and 
took active part recruiting for the Royalists. 
But did secretly not antagonize Flora. 
course she discovered his duplicity and was horrified 
that could lend aid Hanoverian. For time 
their marital happiness was strained until Flora sacri- 
ficed her Stuart loyalty and Allan’s interest reluct- 
antly loaned her support. Then, after assurances from 
Martin that English Army was about land the 
Carolinas, came the Scottish Loyalist uprising. When 
British support failed materialize the Loyalists were 
cut pieces the Battle Widow Moore’s Creek 
Bridge and the MacDonalds were forced into exile 
Nova Scotia. Woven into the story are the developing 
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loves Dougald and Moira, Cecily and the British 
Major Blair. 


Miss Fletcher complimented for her sympathetic 
portrayal unhappy incident American Revolu- 
tionary history. usual the historical background 
competenlly done and the story facilely told. Making 
literary greatness, this story enter- 
taining and suitable for the general reader.

This the story how Communism almost took over 
the Philippines. begins with the inauguration 
Philippine Independence 1946. The new nation 
began with full faith democracy. faced the colos- 
sal job rebuilding from the moral and physical wreck- 
age war. The mountains war material that 
made the Islands vast arsenal for the invasion 
Japan could have helped solve the problem. But these 
stores got into the wrong hands. 


While corruption government undermined the 
people’s faith government, social injustices peonage 
and usury imbittered the masses the poor. The out- 
laws armed from the surplus stores, under communist 
leaders, posed the champions the masses. Sixty 
thousand strong, they prepared seize control the 
government. 


The people’s dying faith democracy, faith 
forty years American training, flickered into 
flame when one strong, honest man appeared secre- 
tary Ramon Magsaysay, almost single 
handed, revamped the army, hunted down the outlaws 
and forced some government reforms. 


His reforms angered the “get-rich-quick-boys” govern- 
ment. They attacked him. fell from power but 
not before had restored some the people’s faith 
democracy. That faith survived new Communist 
threat and government intimidation the presidential 
election 1953. that election the people voted 
Magsaysay president. 


The last few chapters tell the government reforms 
President Magsaysay. telling them the author 
draws parallel betwen bad government the Philip- 
pines and colonialism Asia evils that strengthen 
Communism. bad government weakened people’s 
faith and gave Communism its chance colo- 
nialism Asia—the refusal grant independence 
Asian peoples—has given Communism its chance 
Asia. 

The author gives the details how one Asian nation 
after another listened the lies Communism after 
Western Nations refused hear their pleas for inde- 
pendence. claims that the practice democracy 
international level, namely, the treating Asian 
Nations equals, the best way win Asia democ- 
racy, the best way unite Asians against the Com- 
munist advance. 

Carlos Romulo speaks with authority. U.N. diplo- 
mat personally dealt with Communist arrogance and 
double-talk. His story flavored with many personal

This the story marriage that has failed disas- 
trously. disastrously, indeed, has failed, that 
the opening pages Mary Brandon quietly considering 
the problem whether not she should murder her 
husband; and the rest the book brings you that 
moment her life—or rather, just moment later. 


The marriage had everything the start. was 
handsome and intelligent, and she was the right girl. 
They had two children, and they were wonderful; and 
only the fact that was Catholic and she was not 
might make the difference their life together.

And 
the problems Mary there contained the very 
essence the infinitely more vast problem good 
home evil. This book seems have all the mak- 
ings truly great novel modern life—and the 
very best sense life that will modern any 
century, any country. But not think Mr. Wildman 
has written great book all. 


seems that there are three glaring defects about 
this book—aside from the title, too reminiscent an- 
other recent book. First the matter the structure 
the book from the narrative standpoint. looked 
the name and the picture Mr. Wildman, and 
read the book told the first person Mary, and 
found myself saying “No.” just cannot believe 
book which written the mind man reveal 
the mind woman. “You have very narrow 
head,” you say. Good; silly head, poor thing, 
but mine own. 

Secondly, the style the book suffers from the most 
prevalent error the young writer every school, 
every nation, every time. The sentences are con- 
tinually interrupted parenthetical expressions which 
are supposed make the book more credible, wild 
little thoughts that flit through the mind unbidden. 
Had one freshmen done this, would have cor- 
rected the manuscript with sadness and great toil. But 
that professor English Louisiana State Univer- 
sity has done this, find almost unpardonable. had 
hide the book from classes, lest they flaunt the 
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sins the fathers face. And addition all 
that, thought most the parentheses were infantile 
condescensions the fernale mind. respect the 
female mind. 


Thirdly, and most all, thought the plot 
unsatisfying its final disposition. not look for 
all answers novel, but think that novelist has 
some obligations his reader asks questions. 
Even answer that there answer something. 
But here there answer the problem, and the 
answer does not quite fit with all that has gone before. 
seems that Mr. Wildman has worked hard 
fit woman great difficulty into world torment 
and confusion, that somehow she may work out life 
terms strength and the deepest reality. But feel 
that the tooling job not exact enough; believe the 
tolerance much finer that Mr. Wildman has allowed 
for. fairly good novel, and worth the price, but 
afraid that lend out, shall not worry too 
much about getting back.

Garden City. Apr. 4,1955. 188p. $2.00. 

Peace soul subject which Bishop Sheen has 
devoted much time and study. has written about 
and frequently mentioned his radio and tele- 
vision audience. fact this the third book which 
uses the word “peace” the title. 

does not refer the saying Job the Old Testa- 
ment, “Who has resisted Him (God) and has had 
peace?” But proves very conclusively that the cor- 
rect answer this question can only “No one.” 


may summarize the contents this book follows. 
Inordinate self-love the great enemy God and 
destroyer inner peace. the predominant sin 
the atheists, the domineering, and the selfish; often 
characteristic those with “inferiority complex,” 
strange this may seem; even the virtuous, like the 
brother the Prodigal Son, are not always free 
rom it.

never harsh sarcastic when exposing the depths 
which egotism the spirit pride can drag person. 
Nor does leave the sinner without hope. Peace 
mind, repeatedly says, comes from divine grace 
which obtained through the infinite merits Christ.

God and humility and likewise maintains constant 
vigilance over and check upon his unruly senses and 
passions. 

surprising feature this book not the opinions 
statements contains for the bishop has expressed 
many them his earlier writings, but the fact that 
purposely limiting every chapter about two pages. 
But there obvious drawback this literary straight 
jacket, may call it. prevents him from offering 
satisfactory solution for many the problems that 
raises. 


Some will undoubtedly take exception the generali- 
zations about society and certain classes people that 
makes freely and without supporting evidence, 
while others will regard his explanation for the spread 
Communism over-simplification. His sentence, 
“Christianity has been watered down suit the modern 
mind,” (p. 90) seems unfortunate. The reason be- 
cause nowadays the word Christianity generally 
understood include the Catholic and Protestant 
churches. Hence many readers may judge that the 
official teaching the Catholic Church has been 
watered down and therefore deserving condemna- 
tion. 

These are only minor criticisms work that will 
afford all adults food for thought and matter for 
serious examination conscience.

Kenedy. 1954. 226p. $3.75. 


More than thirty years after the publication his 
full-scale treatment the life Cardinal Manning, 
Sir Shane Leslie brings out this smaller volume an- 
swer some the brilliant but biased critics the great 
Victorian churchman. Possibly because this second 
effort and the reader supposed familiar with 
the subject, possibly because Sir Shane simply 
older and more tired man, this small biography has 
many blurred edges, many passages obscurity. 
the whole, may said rather impressionistic 
sketch the Cardinal than new portrait him. 
Yet its value not denied this statement, for 
many modern readers will not have the time read 
the larger volume, but will welcome counterpoise 
the sketch Manning included Strachey’s Emi- 
nent Victorians. 


Manning was very interesting person, though cer- 
tainly not the type win instant sympathy nor 
exercise the endearing charm his contemporary 
Newman. Manning’s life was both more orthodox 
its earlier stages, and more public and controversial 
its later ones. This little book gives glimpses each 
period Manning’s life, but the size and scope the 
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effort makes the glimpses just that and nothing 
There are, therefore, passages devoted real 
amination Manning’s life Anglican vicar 
country parish with his young wife, Caroline, though 
there are some references the physical surroundings 
that parish, and the impressions his parish- 
ioners. There are similar deficiencies the accounts 
Manning’s conversion, Roman training, induction 
into the newly forming Catholic hierarchy England, 
and the like. These glimpses are tantalizing and 
enticing and will perhaps have the effect mak- 
ing some readers determine secure and study the 
larger work. Others will undoubtedly find ample 
stimulation the accounts Manning’s curiously 
warm and appreciative friendship with Gladstone and 
other worthies the day, not read more Man- 
ning, but read more about his fellow Englishmen. 


The book, then, satisfactory far its purpose 
goes. The type suited the subject, and has 
curious flavor Victorianism its own. The style 
all too often obscure, and occasion wilfully Irish 
the professional sense that term. There seems 
relish Sir Shane’s part for the determinedly 
oblique approach many aspects his subject’s char- 
acter and personality. There totally inadequate 
index, but presumably this book, not intended for the 
scholarly reader, needs nothing more than list 
names mentioned. For general consumption, 
clusion college even high-school libraries, this 
little book may freely recommended, with the sole 
reservation that—in phrase Sir Shane would un-

atomic war. Given such awareness, the author believes 
the democracies should take stock their present assets 
and deficiencies and expand their political warfare pro- 
grams their fullest effectiveness.

The customary 
quotations Lenin’s statements are advanced proof, 
thus tying the attitudes and policies the democratic 
world Communist ideology. Yet, Scott’s own book 
gives clear evidence that Communist ideology has been 
modified and even circumvented many sectors 
Soviet life. The existence prestige classes (and asso- 
ciated differentials material well-being) might 
taken mean that even the Soviet are human 
and might susceptible which treat them 
humans and not automatized ideologues. even 
possible that many their excesses, internal and inter- 
national, stem from basic sense insecurity which 
can only increased tctal abandonment the type 
program Scott advocates. And insecure men, driven 
the point fatalistic desperation, are very likely 
reach for the trigger and convert the political warfare 
into the greater violence seeks avoid. This danger 
not given sufficient consideration the Scott thesis.

Farrar, Straus. Mar. 21, 1955. 322p. $4.50. 


Father Foley this book presents the record the 
development vocations among the colored people 
the United States. book facts, and reveal- 
ing ones. For instance, that Bishop James Augustine 
Healy, the first Catholic bishop elevated the 
episcopacy the State Maine 1875 was Negro; 
that the so-called “Georgetown’s Second Founder,” 
Father Patrick Francis Healy, S.J., was member the 
Negro race; that Father Mary Simon Smith, O.C.S.O., 
the novice master the Order the Cistercians 
Our Lady the Genesse Piffard, near Rochester, 
New York, was also Negro. These are but few 
the Men Color who have gone into eternity after 
having pioneered the vineyard the Lord priests 
God. But Father Foley did not limit himself the 
past, considers the priest today, the one the 
secular clergy well the one the religious order. 


During the past hundred years there have been only 
seventy-two colored priests. However, when one con- 
siders the social and the economic conditions the 
colored Catholics, the number remarkably high.
